Scientists unearth cache 
of. Antarctica meteorites 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18 
(AP) — Scientists have dis- 
covered 309 meteorites on the 
ice of Antarctica, including a 
13 5-kdograin fragment; that is 
one' of the largest yet found on 
Lhe continent. 

The National Science Foun- 
dation, which UJS. 

scientific research in Antarc- 
tica, announced the find by 
American scientists* 

Dr. WMnm Cassidy of 
the University of Pittsburgh, 
bead of the UB. team, said 
Saturday that the coHectaon 
obtained during a three-month 
expedition ending in January 
included two ext remedy rare 
carbon-bearing meteorites call- 
ed carbonaceous chondrites. 

These are partacuiaxiy valu- 
able because they appear to 
have undergone little change 
since they were formed at the 
birth of the solar system 4.5 
billion years ago. 

Cassidy said toe 135-kBo- 
gram specimen was of a metal- 
lic type and that the other 
samples ranged down to the 
size of a pea. 

The largest single frag- 
ment found in Antarctica be- 


fore this was a 120- kilogram 
piece discovered two years ago. 
This stony fragment was one 
of 33 making up an 404-kdo- 
gram meteorite, one of the 
largest ever found on Earth. 

The latest collection of me- 
teorites was found lying on the 
ice in two locations. One was 
near the AUan HUs in Victo- 
ria Land, about 208 kilometers 
northwest of the main U.S. 
station at McMurdo, and the 
other near Darwin Glacier, 
about 280 kilometers south- 
west of McMimdo. 

Cassidy credited a New 
Zealand scientific team with 
helping to Hod the large meteo- 
rite. The New Zealanders ra- 
dioed the Americans that they 
had found six iron meteorites 
near Darwin Glacier. When a 
U.S.- Japanese group arrived, 
they found nine more, includ- 
ing the giant fragment. — 

Antarctica has Been a rich 
hunting ground for meteorites 
since scientists discovered that 
the space rocks could be found ' 
lying on top of old ice surfac- 
es that have lost their snow 
cover. 


Forest destruction rampant , U.N. reports 


UNITED NATIONS, Feb. 

18 (R) — Man is sawing and 
hacking away the Earth’s capa- 
city for human life support 
and helping to increase infla- 
tion in the process, as every 
year an area the size of Cuba 
is demfded of trees. 

This is the conclusion of 
Woridwatch Institute, an orga-_jr 
nizaiion partly funded by tile 
U.N. which issues periodic re- 
search papers on economic 
development, environmental 
and related questions* 

According to Erik Eckfcofan. 
author of the latest study, 
rampant forest destruction in 
the humid tropics has worldwide 
implications, threatening toe 
extinction of thousands of 
plant and animal species over 
the next quarter-century. 

Clearing the tropical forests 
might increase the carbon 
dioxide level in the atmosphe- 
re, changing toe global dona- 
te, Eckholm. a leading envi- 
ronmentalist, said. While the 
forest area of North America 
and Europe was stable, at 
least 11 million hectares of 
Africa. Asia and Latin Ameri- 
ca was being denuded annually 
— an area about toe size of 
^ Cuba.

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ERITREAN IMPASSE 

According [ o first reports from Freetown, Sima Leone, 
the talks between President Jaafar Numeiri of Sudan and 
Colonel Meogistu Haile Mariam of Ethiopia have failed to 
resolve toe Eritrean issue, an issue which has soured rda- 
lioiM between their two countries for several years. 

The two met under the auspices of the mediation oom- 
rrritlee of the Organization of African Unity to discuss out- 
standing problems. The Eritrean war was the most important. 
Sudan shelters several hundred thousand refugees and is ac- 
cused by Ethiopia of giving .sanctuary to the rebels. 

Flushed with military success, Soviet arms and Cuban 
troops, Addis Ababa has been threatening to escalate the con- 
flict against Sudan now that Eritrea's main towns and popula- 
tion centers are under its control. 

Sudan has as much interest in a peaceful end to the wax 
as Ethiopia and the Eritreans. Already a poor country that 
can hardly feed its people, Sudan has borne the brunt of a 
tragedy (hat is of Ethiopian making. 

The late Emperor Haile Selrissie invaded and ann exed 
Eritrea to create his grandiose but ramshackle empire. The 
Eritreans took lip arms and have been fighting for indepen- 
dence since the early 1960s. _ 

If the war has gone on too long, it is because tile Eritreans 
have been woefully disunited. There arc at least three mu- 
tually hostile fronts, each of which rinwr* io be the sole 
legitimate representative of the Eritrean people. 

United, they could have liberated their country two 
years ago when (he Ethiopians were bogged down in the 
Ogaden and in eight offier regional conflicts after the down- 
fall of -the emperor. 

But they chose to bicker and on some occasions to fight 
each other, giving the Ethiopians a respite while the Russians 
mounted one of the largest post-war arms airlifts, and 16,000 
Cuban troops joined the fray. 

Now that the Eritreans are on the defensive, the Ethio- 
pians are in no mood to give any concessions. They know 
that they would need a long time to regroup and rearm for 
another counter-offensive. Hence the failure of the Freetown 
talks. 

The Eritreans have suffered immensely under Ethiopian 
colonial rule. They owe it to themselves to dose ranks. If 
necessary, they must change some of their leaders who abhor 
each other to the extent of not being able to talk to each 
other on matters of crucial concern to their country. 

The Ethiopians will not talk to them until they are hurt 
by them. And this will not happen until thev unite and rearm 
for a more credible and effective campaign of liberation. 

Even if they do not knock at the gates of Asmara as 
they did two years, they will at least persuade tbe Ethiopians 
to consider a resumption of negotiations. 

INDOCHINA NIGHTMARE 

U began as a small brushfire war. U could end in tragedy 
for Southeast Asia and — even — much of mankind. 

Two Communist neighbors in Indochina, Vietnam and 
Cambodia, had helped each other against the Americans and 
the American -backed regimes in those countries during the 
early years of the decade. 

Allies in war, but their friendship was shortlived. The 
two soon began quarrelling. The Gun bo di a ns resented the 
Vietnamese — and had, perhaps, resented them during the 
war — for what they saw as an unwarranted attempt to boss 
them around. The Vietnamese, too, had their reasons for feel- 
ing unsure about their next door neighbor. Cambodia, they 
said, was trying to take over Vietnamese land, using the dis- 
ruptions caused by the fall of tile U.S.-backed South Vietna- 
mese government as a pretext. 

Vietnam invaded a year ago, was repulsed, and then 
in December struck again. A new treaty of friendship with 
the Soviet Union gave them access to Russian advisers and 
jiaieriel ,and a new confidence. The Cambodians, backed by 
the Chinese, made a fatal military mistake, concentrating their 
forces in Che wrong battle zones and leaving open the way for 
tbe Vietnamese drive on Phnom Penh, which succeeded early 
last month. 

The war appeared to settle down then, for a time. Cam- 
bodian guerrillas loyal to toe Chinese-backed Pol Pot gov- 
ernment began a campaign of intensive harassment of toe 
Vietnamese invaders, and the Vietnamese fought back. But 
nothing serious happened 

Then two weeks ago, China began concentrating forces 
on its border with Vietnam. Perhaps they were embarrassed 
by (heir miscalculation in Cambodia and wanted to surface; 
perhaps they wanted to show the Soviets' proxy that they 
dill canted a lot of weight. 

Inevitably, the Vietnamese reinforced toeir forces along 
tfae border, and looked to toeir Soviet allies for reassurance. 
Tension mounted. Border incidents became more common — 
on both sides. 

And then China attacked. A "Limited attack," toe Chi- 
nese said, designed only to punish the Vietnamese for toeir 
aggression. But the lima ted attack is being waged with tanks, 
jet fighters and heavy artillery — all the trappings of modern 
war. From a brushfire in Southeast Asia to a general war 
along a strategic border. 

Yesterday, tbe Soviet Union told Chinn to withdraw its 
troops from Vietnam or ride toe consequences— toe conse- 

quences dearly being a Soviet attack along the five-tisousand- 
mile border that separates (he two Asian superpowers. Both 
states have giant armies. More to toe point, both sides have 
nuclear weapons. And who is to say that in toe heat of war, 
someone might not decide to use them? 

A Chinese withdrawal is not only a good idea, but it is 
imperative. So is a Vietnamese withdrawal from Cambodia 
in calming a volatile and potentially deadly situation. Is saving 
face enough of a reason to continue a scuffle that might en- 
gulf a large part of toe world?

of its ally if Hanoi encounters 
trouble. 

This might mean in toe pre- 
sent circumstances, toe long- 
dreaded confrontation between 
China and toe Soviet Union. 
Such a war would have incal- 
culable effect^ for toe whole 
world. 

China’s current worries about 


Vietnam may center on Hanoi’s 
alliance with Moscow. 
“China and toe Vietnamese were 
warring wito each otoer many 
centuries ago. 

Vietnam sees ita history part- 
ly as a struggle against Chinese 
colonialism that was going on 
long before toe Vietnamese 
began trying to get rid of 
.French colonial control and 
its later war wito toe United 
States. 

Vie tnam, which bos recently 
been accusing China of saber - 
ratfling on toe 900 -kilometer 
border, says Peking- is obsessed 
by a mad ambition to enslave 
toe people of Indochina. 

Chinese sources in Bangkok 
describe Vietnam as a snake 
whose tail is gripped by China 
while guerrilla forces loyal to 
the ousted Cambodian govern- 
ment attack it* bead. 

Western diplomatic sources 
say there has been a large 
Chi nes e military build-up along 

toe Sino-Vietnamese border in 
recent months, with an estima- 
ted 150,000 troops stationed 
along toe frontier. 

Indochina experts believe 
Vietnam is heavily committed 
inside Cambodia where it is 
thought to have about 25 of its 
25 divisions stationed — al- 
though Vietnam denies it has 
any troops in Cambodia.

A wdl -organized leftist ele- 
ment has emerged as a chal- 
lenge to the political leadership 
of Ayatollah Ruhollah Kho- 
meini less than a week after his 
triumph over the Shah. 

The leftists, whose ranks in- 
clude the dulled guerrilla fight- 
ers of the “People’s Fedayeeo," 
joined wito religious leader 
Khomeini in ending 2^00 years 
of royal rule, are reportetfly 
seeking a greater role in toe 
country than toe religious lea- 
dership is apparently prepared 
to give them. 

Fedayeeo fighters were 
among the armed civilians 
whose murderous fire from 
’buildings and rooftops last 
week near Faharabad Air Base 
forced Imperial Guard troops 
to retreat and led to tbe army’s 
capitulation. 

WiJtrin day$ of toe fall of toe 
Sbab-appomtcd government of 
Prime Minister Shabpour 
Bakhtiar, leftists were already 
exhorting crowds at Tehran 
University to oppose members 
of the Khomeini-backed provi- 
sional government, to refuse 
Khomeinis call to turn in aims 
and to defy the religious lea- 
der’s baefc-to-work order. 

Young Marxists envisage a 
Socialist people’s republic in 
Iran but without slavish ties to 
Moscow, (heir literature daims. 
The leftists promise a demo- 
cracy in which men and women 
wffl be equal 

Khomeini commands toe un- 
questioned allegiance of tbe 
vast majority of Iranians, but 
some Western diplomats believe 
it may be only a matter of time 
before Marxist guerrillas and 
Khomeini’s Islamic warriors, 
the “Mojahedeen,” battle for 


control of toe country. 

The first battle may have al- 
ready been fought on the 
grounds of the U.S. Embassy 
Wednesday. Khomeini lieuten- 
ants and Wettern diplomats 
blamed Marxists for staging toe 
attack. The raidens withdrew 
after a battle wito the Moja- 
bedeeo. The People's Fedayeen 
have denied responsibility for 
the embassy attack. 

Western diplomats admit 
Waving little knowledge of the 
leftist underground and claim 
■ to have no information on its 
organization or command struc- 
ture. While Shah Mohammed 
Reza Pahiavi was on the 
throne, most of their attention 
was directed at the larger, bet- 
ter-equipped anti-government 
gnerrillas of toe Mojahedeen, 
wfiose victims included Ameri- 
can advisers and government 
officials. 

The Fedayeen, whose mem- 
bers indude many young, mid- 
dle-class men educated in 
Europe and toe United States, 
operate a headquarters in toe 
technical faculty building of 
Tehran University, a few yards 
from toe university mosque 
where the Mojahcdeen are bas- 
ed. 

Others in the leftist move- 
ment include toe r emnant s of toe 
Moscow-oriented, Communist 
Tudeh Party and its offshoot, 
the newly proclaimed Iranian 
Communist Party. All have 
pledged allegiance to Khomeini, 
though many Westerners and 
Iranians see this as a marriage 
of convenience to take advant- 
age of Khomeini's mass appeal. 

With the Shah gone and his 
Savak secret police in hiding, 
various parties have been able 
to recruit openly for the first 


tune. 

Diplomats believe the leftists 
are probably finding many con- 
verts among more radical mem- 
bers of toe middle class who 
axe fearful of a loss of power

* Khomeini's relative silence

The first public rumblings of 
discontent came last year be-' 
fore the start of the final aim- 
ed insurrection, with flic Iranian 
Communist Party calling on 
Khomeini’s designated prime 
minister, Mefadi Bazar^ui, to 
spefl out toe party’s roie in an 
Islamic republic. 

Party sources said they were 
incensed that Bazaxgan had not

Bazargan’s appointment of 
moderate Western-oriented and 
aati-Communist politicians to 
his cabinef also infuriated the 
leftists, who believed toe prime' 
minister had sold out the re- 
volution. 

“Bazargan’s cabinet is not a 
cabinet of the people,” a spea- 
ker tokl a crowd Thursday at 
Tehran University. 

A more serious challenge to 
Kohemini’s authority may in- 
volve toe failure of many Ban- 
ians to return the thousands of 
weapons looted from military 
garrisons and police stations 
when toe old regime collapsed. 

In his fust television address 
to the nation, Kohemtni ordered

“He invited me to 
join a group of amateur mu- 
sicians at his bouse for a re- 
gular Monday evening of 
chamber music. Suddenly, life 
began for me in Jeddah." 

From those evereogs with 
other ardent fans of marie. 
Caroline Haffner was able to 
develop a classical music or- 
ganization that today thrives 
under the name' of the Jed- 
dah Concert Conamft to e. 

“It realy grew out of the 
friendships I made at those 
Monday evenings," she ex- 
plains. "I talked to others 
about the possibility of brin- 
ging professional artists oat 
to give concents here." 

The attention of others fo- 
cused naturally on Caroline 
Haffner herself. She is a pro- 
fessional pianist who has gi-

Haffner goes on to stress 
that the Jeddah Concert Com- 
mittee was not, as many peo- 
ple fad tfnwg b*. an organiza- 
tion sponsored by the British 
Council.

Ars Antiqua 
performs in 
Riyadh

RIYADH ~ On Feb. 12 
the group of French amsi- 
aans, “Ars Antiqua de Pa- 
ris, gave a warmly applaud- 
ed concert here. It was their 
firat appeamace in Saudi Ara- 
bia, but almost ifceir 1,750th 
concert since they formed 
*emseives in 1965. They are 
visiting the Kingdom under 
the auspices of the French 
Cultural Service, and are in 
fie middle of an extensive 
tour of the Middle East. 

Joseph Sage (counter-tenor). 
Minted Sanvoisin (recorder), 
and Raymond Oouste (lute) 
are a remarkable trio who 
have dedicated a great part of 
their musical careens to the 
discovery and interpretation of 
early music. “Are Antiqua de * 
Paris” in fart includes a four- 
th member, Jean-Pierre de 
Bucquoy (comet), but when 
oh. tour only three members 
travel. Sanvoisin and Sage are 
founder members, whOe Cous- 
to joined them tree years ago. 

The recent tremendous re- 
vival of interest in early mu- 
sic originated weH . before 
Worid War II. Attention to 
early m usic (by winch pre- 
tighteemfi cratfory music is 
meant) was especially mark- 
ed in Fn gfand where such fi- 
gures as Cad Dolmetsch, 
Thnodton Dart and the music 
school at Dartmgton Hall pio- 
neered fie present “Renaissan- 
ce.” Both Sanvoisin and Sage 
found themselves turning to 
Bn g j tawl when, as young musi- 
cians, they found it impossi- 
ble to leant ahead pre-ejgh- 
teenfi century techniques and 
instuumenta to France. 

Joseph Sage — under the 
inspiring influence of Alfred 



Defler, the first of the great 
modem counter-tenors — 
taught hims elf to sing in fiat 
range. Michel Sanvoisin came 
to England to work with Dol- 
metach, among others. Like 
his contemporary, the late Da- 
vid Muzuno, Sanvoisin has also 
brought to ljgjbt a lot of early 
music, long embalmed in oW 
libraries, which is now part 
of the repertoire of “Ars An- 
tiqfua.” 

Raymond Couste waited un- 
til a class for teaching the 
ctassjcal guitar was created at 
fie Conservatoire de Paris be- 
fore abandoning his enginee- 
ring studies. Nevertheless, des- 
pite his professional achieve- 
ments as a guitarist, he had to 
discover how to play fie lute 
for himself. As is weH-known, 
fie lute derives from fie Arab 
instrument the oud, the word 
al oud easily becoming “kift” 
in European speech. Coute 
also plays among others — 
fie viola da samba, the vi-

fauela, and the psaltery, a flat 
stringed instrument played 
wifi a bow, often to be seen 
in medieval pictures when it 
is played by angels. 

Indeed all the musicians 
have made themselves adept at 
playing a fascinating range of 
ijnafrumeutis, many of which 
they used and displayed af 
their Riyadh conceit, to the 
evident delight of fie audien- 
ce. Some are very small and 
ebanming, like fie tiny pair 
of cymbals (crotales) that 
punctuated the I2fi century 
song “Reis glorios.” Others 
are large and even grotesque, 
such as the crumhom, of 
which a small child observed, 
“Now he’s playing the walk- 
ing stick.” 

Asked if they felt it was 
possible accurately to recaptu- 
re fie ancient musical modes, 
even wifi faithfully copied 
iuEfrumenls, Michel Sanvoisin 
replied fiat with all fie care 


in the world it was impossi- 
ble. All depends on interpre- 
tation, which is a living, chan- 
ging thing. The interpretation 
of this most musical and sen- 
sitive group certainly brought 
to Riyadh an authentic strain 
of medieval gaety and poetry- 

The program ranged from 
12th century Crusader and 
Troubador songs to Spanish 
cancioneros to Elizabethan 
music, wifi some finely ren- 
dered DowJand and Morley 
songs, and finally to light sa- 
tirical songs — sung with great 
gusto — of the French court 
at the tom of fie 16fi cen- 
tury. 

“Are Antiqua de Park" fol- 
lowed their Riyadh perfor- 
mance wifi another highly 
successful p e rformance in Jed- 
dah Feb. 15 at the Meridiem 
Hotel. More than 450 people 
attended the concert.

“When I was young about 
the only thing 1 could do was 
use my hands. I couldn't walk. 

“J had a bone disease — a 

very, very bad case. It took a 
long time before the bones 
mended. 

“The whole act of not be- 
mg able to wabc is stiH in 
back of my mind....! had 
eight years to think about 
what I would do if I oouid 
walk and run and jump. 

"Wien 1 was able to do 
those things, chat's all I wan- 
ted to do, and I'm atm doing 
them." 

Extremely well, anyone who 
follows track and field might 
add.

Tiff, formerly of the Uni- 
versity of California at Los 
Angeles (UCLA) and now 
living in nearby Malibu, is 
one of only four athletes to 
triple jump 57 feet. The others 
are Russia’s Viktor Saoeyev, 
who has won three straight 
Olympic gold medals; Brazil's 
Joao Cados de Oliveira, the 
worid record-holder at 58-84- 
set in 1975 in Mexico 
City; and Cuba’s Pedro Pe- 
rez. 

But Tiff — Who exercises 
three hours "every day of 
the year," eats no solid food 
three days before competing 
and says that winning a gold 
medal in the next Olympics 
wig be “no problem" — doesn’t 
consider himself an athlete. 

"There’s no way I can be 
an athlete because 1 don't get 
paid for what I do," he said. 
"It’s just exercise... .I'm trying 
to show people who enjoy 
track the highest statistical

performance that I can, bat 
ac the same tame trying to 
show that the movements I'm 
doing are just a form of 
'health and exercise." 

Tiff won his seoond AAU 
tide (bis fust was In 1970) 
last season with a jump of 57 
feet i-inch at UOLA. A sight 
wind prevented the jump from 
being recognized as a U.S. 
record. 

“I was depressed for a cou- 
ple of months after that," he 
said. "You train and Crain 
and train for . months .. .They 
dhouMn’t have outdoor metis 
if they hold the elements 

against you. Nobody was stan- 
ding there recording the wind. 
It was a foolish ruling." 

Tiff believes he can become 
die first triple jumper to hit 
60 fee*. 

The triple jump is a track- 
and-field event in which each 
contestant, after a running 

start three consecutive jumps

for total distance, landing after 
the first on the same foot 
used In the takeoff, after die 
second on die opposite foot, 
and after die third on both 
feet. 

Panting for bis first Olym- 
pics next year in Moscow. 
Tfl'ff considers his winning a 
gold medal a mere formality. 

“The Olympics is one trade 
meet X never wanted to be in 
because of what people think,” 
he said. “But the next Olym- 
pics I’m really going to be 
serious about scoring that gold 
medal, which I don’t chink 
will be any problem . . .I’m go- 
ing to try to prove to compe- 
titor and dose friends it’s 
really not hard to get a gold 
medal." 

Tiff’s reference to “what 
people think" meant, specifi- 
cally, his parents, who wished 
their son had concentrated on 
art and forgotten trade. 

Bom and raised in Shaker 
Heights, Ohio, Tiff lived in 
comfort. 

“The average income in that 
area was £200,000 a year," he 
said. 

IBs mother, an opera singer, 
toured with the Metropolitan 
Opera Company for 20 years. 
Has father wrote guitar music 
professionally. 

When young Milan showed 
cadent as an artist, the direc- 
tion of his career virtually was 
“decided." Meanwhile, he had 
started jumping after recover 
ing from polio, and he enjoy- 
ed the “exercise" immensely. 

In high school on an art 
scholarship with jdans to stu- 
dy at the Cleveland Institute 
of Art upon graduation. Tiff 
suddenly had a chance of 
heart. 

He triple jumped for the 
first time as a high school sen- 
ior and set a national scholas- 
tic record. 

“Nobody could believe it," 
he recalled. “We didn’t even 
have the event in our state 
(Ohio), but they had k in other 
states. So that was an exhibi- 
tion. The next time I jumped 
was in a meet in California. 

“In my senior year I Wor 
somed in sports, and that chan- 
ged everything." 

'ntif received a track scho- 
larship a* the Univesity of 
Miami of Ohio and a year la- 
ter transferred to UCLA be- 
cause of ks superior track pro- 
gram. 


“I wanted to be pan of a 
team championship" he said. 

A disappointment to his pa- 
rents, Milan described himself 
as “the od&all of a family of 
artists in one form or other." 

Milan has two brothers — 

Manning, 35, a jazz musician, 
and Maurice, 30, a profes- 
sional artist. 

"He's more successful eco- 
nonKcaffy," Milan said, smiting 
sfigbtiy, “hut one can realty 
argue about abflKy. And we 
do." 

A sister, Michele, 2d, is a 
concert pianist in Europe, and 
another — Margo, 25— Is a pro- 
fessional ten™* player, “which 
was afl right, because she was 
earning money at it” 

Tiff said his parents consi- 
dered it an insult to compete 


in the Olympics, stand on a 
platform and get something of

But West won the second 
tr um p lead with the ten and 
also cashed his A-K, 
exhausting declarer's trumps. 
East had discarded three 
spades hi the course of the 
proceedings, so when West 
next played a diamond East 
was able to cash four 
diamonds before conceding 
the last three tricks. 

So declarer lost four trump 
tricks as well as five diamonds 
and went down six far a kata of 
1,700 points! South would have 
dime much better had he 
avoided the trap so artfully 
laid by West He would have 
gone down two instead of sir 
had be resisted further trump 
leads. South would have lost 
500 points of 1.700. 

Note that West's fine play of 
winning the nine of trumps 
with the qneen created a 
position where he bad 
everything to gain and nothing 
to lose. Be realised that his 
queen play might encourage 
declarer to expect a 3-2 trump 
diriaLon, and he also knew that 
his four natural trump tricks 
would remain intact even if 
South avoided further trump 
leads. West's attempted 
deception was surely not 
profound, but it was sen- 
sationally effective.

Zia to seek official cousensus 
for ultimate decision on Bhutto 


ISLAMABAD, Feb. 18 (Ag- 
encies) — Pakistan's head of 
state Zia-ubHaq said in an in* 
terview released here Sunday 
that he would not decide for 
bimsefcf~arr the fate "trfr con- 
demned ex-Premier Zuifikar. 
Aii Bhutto but would let the 
country’s military and civilian 
leadership ride eoUectivdv on 
any appeal. 

President Zia told the CBS 
television network that techni- 
cally be would have the final 
decision if the Supreme Court 
rejects a petition against the 
death penalty imposed on 
Bhutto for organizing a poli- 
tical assassination four years 
ago. 

Bur he said that, if Bhutto, 
a member of his family or 
anyone in Pakistan appeals on 
his behalf, he would not keep 
the prerogative to himself, but 
would place it before a panel 
of the entire military hierarchy 
and the military-led cabinet. 

“Let this be not a unilate- 
ral decision by me because 
people might think that I am 
against Mr Bhutto and I have 
involved him in this case 
therefore I am deciding." he 
said in a text of file inter 
view. 

“Let the cabinet decide, if 
and when the appeal comes, 
whether it should be accepted 
or rejected.'’ He said it would 
decide by a majority decision. 

The Supreme Court is to dis- 
cuss a defense petition next 
Saturday against its 4-3 deci- 
sion upholding the death sen- 
tence imposed for an ambush 
on politician Ahmed Raza 
Kusuri.

N.Y. arrests 
2 suspects in 
airport heist 

NEW YORiK, Fefb. 18 (R) 
— An airtine employee and 
another man have been arres- 
ted in connection with a $5.85 
million robbery from the West 
German Lufthansa Airline’s 
cargo terminal, at Kennedy In- 
ternational Airport, the Fede- 
ral Bureau of Investigation 
t FBI) announced Sunday. 

The arrests marked the first 
break in the case, the biggest 
armed robbery in U.S. history, 
which occurred last Dec. 11. 

Six men drove a stolen van 
into rhe cargo area at Ken- 
nedy Airport, overpowered 
Lufthansa employees and esca- 
ped with $5 million in U.S. 
currency and about S850,000 
in jewellery and other goods. 
The van was found two days 
later. 

Peter Gruenawald, an em- 
ployee in Lufthansa’s Cargo 
Traffic Division, and Angelo 
Sepe were arrested Saturday in 
New York, the FBI spokesman 
said. The men, bo*h residents 
of New York, are in custody 
and will be formally charged 
Monday. 
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tails. 

Meanwhile, two major Pak- 
istani political figures Sunday 
said that fire government is. 
not considering a request to 
grant Bhutto pardon and 
voluntary esfle. 

Wide the court action is 
pending, there has been spe- 
culation Chat Bhutto’s Pakistan 
Peoples Party and his other 
supporters axe making contact 
•with Zaa to secure a pardon 
for the condemned former 
prime minister, on the assu- 
rance that Bhutto wiH not 
take part in politics and will 
go into voluntary exile. 

Woild leaders have appeal- 
ed to Zia to spare Bhutto's 
life. At least one. Premier 
■Buflent Ecevit at Turkey, has 
offered him asylum. 

Moulana Mufti Mahmoud, 
chief of the Pakistan National 
Alliance, an anti-Bhutto plat- 
form whose five-party group 
shares the cabinet with Zia, 
has denied such speculation. 

Mahmoud said. “If this prin- 
ciple is accepted, then every 
murderer will tike to commit 
the crime and then ask for 
■sparing his Life in return for 
going into exile." He said this 
principle cannot be accepted. 

Mahmoud said that during 
the Saturday meeting between 
the PjN.A. groups, led by him- 
self and Zia, the president did 
mention tire question of for 
eign appeals for clemency for 
Bhutto, but no discussion took 
place. 

Another P.N.A. leader, 
Cfaaudhri Zahoor Etetv, who is 
minister for labor and man- 
power in the Zia cabinet, said 
Sunday “the speculation regard- 
ing the possibility of the gov- 
ernment reaching an agreement 
with Bhutto to spare has life, 
and send him into exile, is 
utterly baseless.” 

“Zia is head of an Islamic 
country. Islam does not permit 
a head of state to pardon a 
murderer on the plea that he 
witi refrain from taking part 
in politics and win go into 
voluntary exile. This is because 
Islam describes a murderer, in 
view of the gravity of the 
crime, to be the murderer of 
humanity.”
